Handling Bees After Dark. 


This is practised to quite an extent by 
persons who do not understand bees pro- 
perly. This is the time when farmers and 
old-fashioned bee-keepers go to their hives 
to take honey, They think they are per- 
fectly safe at night, as the bees cannot see 
to attack them. In the middle of the day, 
when the bees are flying thickly, they would 
almost think it suicide to approach the bees 
for the purpose of handling:them, Now, in 
our experience it is just the reverse, and if 
ever bees sting with ao vengeance it is after 
dark. A bee crawling upon your flesh in 
the dark will insert its sting almost with- 
out exception, and when disturbed in the 
dark will run all over the hive, crawl upon 
the ground and upon your person, £0 that 
it is very unpleasant to handle them, Smoke 
does not appear to have the same effect on 
them at night as it has in the daytime. In 
the heat of the day. when the air is full of 
them on the wing, is the best time to work 
with them. You will receive loss stings, do 
your work much better, and do less damage 
to the bees,

“The Cups that Cheer,” Etc. 


An interesting token of the growth of the 
temperance sentiment in GreatBritain is fur- 
nished by a correspondent of the St. James 
Gazette. He shows that during the past 
forty-seven years the average annual con- 
sumption oftea por capita of the entire 
population has increased from less than a 
pound and a quarter to nearly five pounds, 
and of cocoa, from about an ounce and a 
quarter to nearly half a pound, while tho 
use of coffee has fallen off slightly, from 
seventeen ounces to thirteen ounces, Tho 
total consumption of these threo loadin; 
non-alcoholic drinks has thus increased 
nearly three-fold; the exact figures are 
from38.08 ounces to 99.04 ounces per capita 
annually, This may not indicate a fully 
corresponding decrease in the consumption 
of strong drink ; but it must mean a consid 
erable decreaye aud it proves that the people 
are learning to appreciate the ‘toup that 
cheers but not inebriates.”—N. Y, V'ribune.

Great Danger in the Hiss.

Something of course, needs to be donein a 
serious matter like this, For years the 
young women have been warned against the 
use of preparations for the complexion, but 
the caution does not avail with them. Now 
however, when it is ascertained that the 
young woman who thus poisons herself is 
also fixely to poison her very best young 
man, it istime to take action, If the boys 
can not kiss the girls without incurring 
more than the natural dangers attending 
such event, life will not be worth much to 
some of them.

habits. From its depths she produced a 
bundle of photographs of herself, tied and 
knotted into all manner of curious folds. 

That is the business of a bender. The 
is thrown into o score of unnetural 
postures, which appear to the audience to 
be achieved by dislovating every joint in the 
human frame, and to be effected at great 
risk to limb and life. Artists are generally 
enthusiastic about their callings, and I must 
say that Miss Vonare declared she would 
rather be a bonder than a queen, or some 
thing to thac effect. She began at four ; at 
five and a half she was before the public, and 
remains a bender atill, ‘* My father saw a 
contortionist one night on the stage, and he 
asked himself why he should not teach mo, 
aged 4. I was put to training at once, and 
enjoyed the fun, as a child will enjoy any: 
thing new. WasI beaten? was I starved? 
No, I seemed to take to it like a duck takes 
to water. You see, we were a family of

The last session of the Illinois State Leg- 
islature made provision for a State Arbor 
Day, the date to be announced by proclama- 
tion by the governor of the state, to be 
especially devoted to the planting of trees 
by the people of the state. In accordance 
with such legislative action Governor Ogles- 
by has designated Friday, April 13, next, 
as Arbor Day. 

A farmer in Western New York whose 
land is level or only slightly ro'ling, draws 
manure in winter as fast as made, and 
broadcasts it upon bare ground or not more 
than six inches of snow in fields intended 
for hoed crops nextseazon. He has persist- 
ed in this practice for years, and makes the 
remarkeble statement in Farm Life that 
“fone load so spread is equal in effect to 
three, at least, spread in spring.” More- 
over, he gets just so much work ont of the 
way during a comparatively slack time. 

According to the last report published by 
the Comptroller of the Currency, dated Dec, 
1, 1887, there are in the United States 664 
savings banks. Of these 580 have no capi- 
tal, while eighty-four have capital aggegrat- 
ing $6 991,166. The whole surplus and un- 
divided profits of the 664 savings banks 
amount to $120,187,883, and their deposits 
make a total of $1,157,867,483. Of the sav- 
ings banks that are not required to make re- 

rts to local authorities there are twenty. 

hey have a capital of $3,000,000, with sur- 
us and undiviced profits of $6.712,360 and 
posits amounting to $77,368,586.

Seed corn 
that will sprout and prow may be very poor 
seed, even if of the best varieties and well 
selected ; just as a weakling calf or colt or 
lamb or pig, is far less likely to produce a 
large, strong, robust, profitable animal, than 
a healthy vigorous suckling. We want seed 
with healthy vigorous germs, which will 
gond out the best roots and leaflets ready to 
appropriate sap from the ground and food 
from the atmosphere, in great abundance, 

The Farmer's Review says: ‘As the 
winter gives place to the spring winds, rains 
and sunshine that awaken life in the fields, 
we commence again to appreciate the bene- 
ficial influence of the drainage. Observe in 
any given neighborhood which fields become 
firat plowable, and as a rule they will be 
found to be those that are underdrained, 
Sooner on to the land in spring ; sooner on 
to it with the harvester ; these ure three ad- 
vantages that argue in favor of drainage.

It is much the same 
with other forms of acrobatic work, and the 
cruelty often takes the form of taking away 
the mattress, which creates a sort of panic 
in the pupil's mind. If he has really tried 
his best and failed, he is so terrified that he 
is almost certain to fail unless he has a 
great deal of pluck. If he has only been 


sulking, it may bring him to his bearings. 
Of course children are often stubborn, and 
try the patience of the teacher to its utmost 
limit. 

“The art of contortion,” continued Miss 
Vonare, ‘‘ is learned by degrees. First the 
backward bend, then the ‘ dislocation,’ then 
the ‘gplits,'andsoon. What wecall ‘close- 
ness’ distinguishes the best bending. To 
the audience bending seems most difficult. 
But I experience no icoomnfart or inconven- 
ience. 1 wae a puny child. You see me 
now.” The lady bender was certainly most 
healthy and cheerful, stout in body and rud- 
dy in complexion, and she strongly main- 
tains that all women would be greatly bene- 
fited if they took to bending. ‘‘Itis quite 
a mistake to think that we euffer from the 
curious nature of our performance. Of 
course, after one or more difficult positions 
one may suffer a little pain, but it goes in 
no time. In some attitudes I can only re- 
main for twenty seconds, as the breathing 
becomes difficult. Bot these are trifling in- 
conveniences, I practise a few minutes 
overy day to keep myself loose here in my 
room, and that is about all I need do.” 


Australia—The Beginning. 


The only object aimed at by the British 
Government in settling Australia was to get 
rid of the convicts. One can scarcely be- 
lieve even that it was expected the convicts 
should do more than drag out a brigf and 
miserable existence under the rigors of a 
rule designed rather to hasten than prolong 
theirend. The arrangement under which 
Goy, Phillips was dispatched did not con- 
tain a single element of permanence, Not 
the least startling part in connection with 
this point is that of the total number of 
1,030 persons who landed from the vessels of 
the expedition, only 135 were women. The 
other ‘‘ live stock” consisted of 5 horses, 11 
cows, 1 bull, and 12 sheep, while the expedi- 
tion was so badly provisioned that from the 
very moment of landing starvation began to 
stare the settlers in the face. To redress 
the balance of the sexes, the British Govern- 
ment, in a dispatch, of which a copy may be 
seen to this day in the Record Office, au- 
thorized the Governor to send a transport to 
one of the neighboring Friendly Islands and 
kidnap 200 native women us wives for 
the unprovided males in the colony. This 
gives a good idea of the views which the 
British Government of that day held as to 
the fature of Australia, But badly off as 
the settlers were at the firat, their condition 
speedily became worse, One characteristic 
misfortune and its sequel may be mentioned. 
To the distress of the little community, it 
was found one day that the bull and four 
cows had escaped from the enclosure. 
Search parties were sent out, but in vain, 
Several years passed by, and then rumors 
reached the settlement that a herd of cattle 
had been seen about 40 miles in the interior, 
Again parties went out in search, and to the 
delight of the people they discovered the 
lost cattle now increased to several hundred. 
The place where the herd were grazing is 
now called the Cow Pastures, This story is 
enshrined in the most cherished traditions 
of the colony ; it is not for mo to cast doubt 
on its authenticity. Here, then, was the 
ugly duckling out of which the swan of the 
Southern Seas was to grow. Branded from 
the first with the’stain of convictiam ; settled 
by the scum of the criminal classes of Eng- 
land, who would seem to have been equipped 
rather with the hope that they would fail 
than that they would succeed; regarded by 
the Home Government a8 an almost unin- 
habitable and altogether useless country, 
save a8 4 convenient hole into which to throw 
human refuse—Australia has risen to a 
commanding height of prosperity and influ. 
ence, thanks to her natural resources, to the 
industry of the race she has so generously 
nurtured, but mainly to the extraordinsry 
genius, energy, and forethought of an unbrok

Secret Chambers. 


It has oftenhappened that secret chambers 
have been lost sight of or their exact where- 
abouts forgotten. Thus it was at Danby, the 
seat of the Scropes in Wensleydale. About 
thevod of last century two hiding-places were 
discovered there. In one of them, which 
was near the fireplace in the entrance-hall, 
wore found the complete accoutrements for 
a troop ot fifty horse—saddles and bridles 
of untanned leather, long cut-and-thrust 
swords, and pistols, ,These things were sup- 
poved to have been placed there in prepara- 
tion either for the;’15 or the ‘45, After its 
concealment of at least half a century, the 
saddlory was sufficiently sound to be utilised 
for cart-horse gear. A very similar “find” 
wasonce made ut East Hendred House, in 
Berkshire. Perhaps the most dramatic dis- 
covery of this kind was at the manor-house 
of Bourton-on-the Water, now demolished, 
Nearly a century ago the paper-hangers were 
stripping a wall upon a landing-place on the 
second-floor when tho entrance toa secret 
chamber was laid bare. The room, which 
was only eight feet square, evidently remain- 
ed exactly as the last ocoupant had left it. 
Upon a small table were the remains of a 
meal, with a tea-pot in which the leaves had 
long since crumbled to dust, and a cup that 
still held asilverspoon, A pricst’s black cas- 
sock was carelessly cast over the back of the 
only chair. Hiding-places were frequently 
contrived beneath staircases, and were enter- 
edby the removal of astep. Few secret cham- 
bers have been more ingeniously masked 
than ono that was discovered at Irnham Hall, 
in Lincolnshire. One of the chimneys ina 
stack was observed to bequite unvullied by 
smoke or coot ; upon which the conjecture 
arose that it wasnota true chimney at all but 
a shaft for the supply of lightandair toa 
secret chamber. After many fruitless inves- 
tigations, abeam behind a singlestep between 
two servants’ bedrooms was removed, and 
the entrance to the hiding-place was reveal- 
ed Behind the beam was a panel, wherein 
was fixed an iron tube, through which con- 
versation could be carried on with the oon- 
cealed person, The room was eight feet long 
by five wide, and was just high enough to 
allow a man to atandupright. The positions 
of those ingenious hiding- places are as various 
as their dimensions. One at Worksop 
Manor-Houee, burned down in 1761, was 
reached from the roof, and the trap-door that 
gave admission toit was entered by liftin 
one of the pieces of lead with which the root 
was covered. This wasan unusually large 
apartment, with a fireplace and a bed. One 
case is on record in which a hiding-place was 
turned to base usesin modern times, At 
Bishop's Middleham a professed water drink- 
er died from the effects of secret drunkenness, 
Beneath tne floor of his bed-room wasa 
“*priest’s hole,” which hehad convertedintoa 
cellar, and after his death it was found to be 
full of empty brandy-bottles.

_ Free of Duty. 


The Dominioa government has issued 
a proclamation announcing that from 
April 4th the undermentioned are entitled 
to enter Canada free of duty : 

Green fruit and eatable berries in their 
natural condition, viz., apples, apricots, ban- 
anas, cherries, olives, peaches, pineapple, 
plantains, plums, pomegranates, quinces 
and shaddocks, blackberries, cranberries, 
gooseberriez, raspberries, and strawberries, 

Seeds—Clover, grass and flower seeds, 
canary, chia, cotton, jute, mustard (brown 
and white), sesame, sugar beet, sugar-cane, 
seed and seeds of fruit and forest trees. 
Not eatable seeds— Aromatics which are not 
eatable and are in a crude state, and not 
advanced in value or condition by refining, or 
grinding, or by any other process of manu- 
facture (in addition to those already on the 
free list), viz., star aniso, cinnamon seed, 
Tonquin beans, 

Trees, shrubs and plants—Apple, cherry, 
peach, pear, plum, quince and all other fruit 
trees and seedling stock of the same; black- 
berries, currants, gooseberries, raspberries 
and rose bushes; gra and strawberry 
vines ; shade, lawn and ornamental trees, 
shrubs and plants, 

Vegetables—Citrons, mangols, melons and 
yams.

Agriculturist has a suggestion 
for the busy fingers of some of our little 
folks. A ‘* wonder ball” is a charming pres- 
ent for an older sister or for mother. It is 
a favorite birthday gift in German families, 
and is made by winding a ekein of yarn or 
worsted into a bal], and hiding little pres- 
ents here and there. Select yarn that you 
know will be useful ; take the prettiest pres- 
ent for the foundation, wind until it is cov 
ered ; then put in another, cover that, and 
so on, until all the presents are hidden, Of 
course they cannot be found until the yarn 
is knit off, hence these balls are sometimes 
said to befor lazy people. Certainly the 
stocking or mitten grows much faster when 
every little while a pretty gift drops ont. 
Such a ball usually afford amusement for the 
whole family, especially if the gifts are 
from different individuals, and no one has 
seen any except his own.

‘The roport of 
the Committee will, no doubt, be a docu 
ment of great interest, and will do much to 
direct attention to the resources of the 
region, and eventually to turn a current of 
immigration in that direction,

My First Moose Hut 


Ed, Mott writes:—‘*It was during one 
October that I had the sutisfaction of seeing 
my first moose and of siding in bagging it,” 
said a well known New York sportsman. 
‘* lt was far up in the St. Jobn River region, 
in the north-western part of Maine, and only 
4 few miles from the line ot New Brunswick. 
My guide, a swarthy young fellow named 
Rsleigh Wing, told me one day that he had 
seon abundant signs of moose in the woods, 
and was sure & bull moose was near. It was 
then the rutting season for moose, and they 
were in their very finest condition. At this 
time of the year the cows come out of the 
ridges and call for a mate, and as their cry 
can be heard for two miles at least, Wing 
was of the opinion that none was near us, 
I was anxious to go out and give chase to 
the bull, whose presence he suspected, but 
he said that such a course would be useless, 
and that he would go out that night and 
‘call’ it, It would surely answer the call if 
it was in the neighborhood, and we would 
get shot atitat short range. He produc- 
ed from among his kit of hunting and trap- 
ping accoutrements something that resembl- 
ed a dinner-horn, exceyt that it was made of 
birch bark. It was about an inch in diame- 
terat one end, and perhaps five at the other, 
and nearly two feet long. 

"It hus been a good while since I had 
occasion to use this,’ said Wing, ‘and I 
don't know but I've forgotten how.’ 

“* He blew upon the peculiar trumpet and 
produced a wild, modulated penetrating cry 
that made the woods ring. 

“**T haven't forgotten,’ said Wing laying 
the horn down with a contented smile, * and 
if there-is a noose within sound of this call 
to-night we'll get him.’ 

““At sundown we started with our rifles 
for a barren ridge that lay off two miles to 
the east. It was dark when we reached the 
spot, a high locality, surrounded by dense 
forest. The guide placed me in ambush be- 
hind a clump of bushes which commanded 
the barren space in every direction, He 
then selected a tree standing by itself a few 
feet away, and telling me if he succeeded in 
calling a moose to the spot to take good aim 
at it back of the shoulder if I could, and to 
fire the instant it stepped into the opening. 
He climbed the tree until he was hidden in 

the lower branches, drawing his rifle after 
him, butt end first, by a twine which he 
had attached to it. Presently, out on the 
still, crisp, October night air rang the weird 
call of the cow moose as imitated by Wing 
on the birch-bark Samped I bad thought 
it penetrating before, but the experiment 
cry the guide had made at the camp was 
soft and low as compared with this ‘call’ 
that meant buslness. It seemed to go down 
into the valley in long waves of sound, and 
lingered an amazing length of time on the 
air before the last reverbration died away. 
The novelty of the situation aroused me to 
the highest pitch of excitement. One mo- 
ment | was burning with fever and the next 
I grew 80 cold that my teeth chattered. In 
afew minutes Wing gave another blast on 
his trumpet. When the sound died away 
the stillness seemed to grow more profound 
and my suspense was becoming almost un- 
bearable. Then a sound as of castanets 
heard in dancing broke tho stillness off to 
the right of this opening, and a series of 
short guttural sounds, like the low bellow- 
ing of a ball, came from the same direction. 

***Make ready! He’s coming!’ Wing 
signalled to me, 

“‘T began to shake like an aspen, but I 
shoved the gun around the bushes and had 
the entire opening before me. My hand 
shook so that I gave up all hope of hitting 
the moose, even if he came within twenty 
feetofme. But I had short time for reflec- 
tion, for from the edge of the forest, plainly 
visible in the starlight, came the majestic 
meose, drawn thither by the false love call. 
He came prancing into the opening, his 
great antlered head lifted proudly and 
thrown gracefully back as if to excite the 
admiration of the mate he came to meet, 
As he came with stately tread into the 
opening he uttered several short, low, mel- 
low cries and stopped. He was not twenty 
paces away and his great side was turned 
squarely toward me, My hands could not 
be controlled and, despairing, I closed my 
eyes and fired. Opening my eyes I saw the 
huge animal lying on the ground. The next 
instant he was on his feet and turned to 
dash into the forest when the truer aim of 
Wing laid him low again. Once more he 
essayed to rise und I fired again at random, 
but through good luck hita vital part. My 
first shot had hit the moose in the neck and 
knocked it down. Wing's shot struck it 
back of the shoulder. My second shot 
passed throngh the moose’s kidneys, 1 
never saw a handsomer animal than that 
moose. Its skin was as glossy as satin, and 
its antlers, which were four feet long and 
over a foot wide, were polished like ivory. 
The moose polishes his antlers ducing the 
rutting season by rubbing them on mossy 
trees. To get the moose’s carcase down 
from the ridge we were obliged to call to 
our help some guides from a neighboring 
camp. 1t weighed 800 pounds, according to 
all ‘their estimates. The antlers alone 
weighed 50 pounds, as I afterward learned 
in having them mounted, 

“The castanet- like rattling that had first 
attracted my attention that night when the 
u.0080 approached was made by the horny 
points on the animal's long and slender 
hoofs cluttering together ax he bounded 
along. ‘This clattering of the points fro- 
quently reveals the presence of moose to 
the hunter, as it can be heard a long dis 
tance in the quiet of the woods when the 
moose is at full epeed.”

' _ Ernest Hichfeld and his wife, aged 60 and 
55 years respectively, were found hanging 
from the transoms.of two windows at their 
home at Philadelphia oa Thursday. 

Mrs. Purvis, Mallorytown, wandered 
from her home and a seurch being instituted 
her body was found ina swamp, where she 
appears to have perished from exposure. 


The dwelling of Louis Stroman, near 
Springfield, S, C., was burned on Vhursday. 
Four children, two boys and two girls, who 
were sleeping upstairs, perished. Stroman’s 
eldest son wastrightfully burned while try- 
ing torescue his brothers and sisters, aud 
will probably die. 

_Edgar Slade, aged 75, and Wm. McLellan, 
his grandson, aged 3k years, were burned 
to death Friday evening. Tney lived on a 
farm about three miles from Chatham, and 
it ig supposed they were out burning brush, 
but how the accident happened will never 
be known. 


Mrs. Burdette, wife of Mr. S. B. Burdette, 
M. P., for East Hastings, died on Tuesday 
morning at her home in Belloville. The 
sad news Wan received in Desecronto with 
sincere regret by all classes of the com- 
munity, She was taken ill about noon on 
Sundoy, having been stricken down by an 
attack of inflammation aggravated by heart 
trouble. Mr. Burdette was in Ottawa and did 
not oh home until some hours after his 
wife’sdeath. Mrs. Burdette was a daughterof 
the late D. D. Wright, of Whitby, both her 
parents being of U, Loyalist descent, 
She was a member of the Tabernacle Meth- 
ofist church and one of the most generous 
and charitable ladies of Belleville, ; 

At Odessa, Ernestown, on Tuesday, 
one of the oldest residents, Robert Ayls- 
worth, died at the advanced age of nearly 
eighty-three years; he having been born 

1805. The deceased was of Uni- 
impire Loylist extraction; his father, 
the late Bowen Aylsworth, was nine years 
old when he accompanied his parents from 
the States. The deceased was born with- 
in five miles of Odessa and resided in the 
township of Ernestown all his life. For 
thirty years he held the position of 
township clerk, and was ‘for some time 
Superintendent of Public Schools.. He was 
an earnest and devoted Methodist, and a 
local preacher from his youth up.

The white sottlors had long ago loft the Ter- 
ritory, and we were holding the fort in utter 
desperation. Dear old fort, what happy 
days wo had spent in it! How brave and 
bright tho hearts that beat thero! It was 
picturesquely rough. The winding river 
ould be seen a mile away, gliding ond quiv- 
ering through the troes like a huge serpent, 
The air was laden with the scent of the pine 
bloom, and the prairie round was soft as 
velvet. The high stockade that ran round 
the barracks made the position all but im- 
gnable, and we kept the old flag floating 
over it to the last. But the day came when 
wo had to leave it, flying for our lives. We 
were only a handful of men from the begin- 
ning. The Captain had been murdered by 
the red devils three weeks before when par- 
leying with oneot the chiefs, and Bruce, hisor- 
dorly, galloped back with anarrow in his lungs 
and died two days after, Scottie and Ford 
succumbed to typhoid fever and were buried 
behind the stables, and only six of the boys 
were left besides myself to see the end of it.

Shall Women Vote? 


[While the recent international Congress 
of Women is a recent thing, it may interest 
readers to see an extract from a paper read 
before the Rhetorical Society of the Semi- 
nay ot Morgan Park, by Miss Mary J. 
Spelcher, a member of one of the seminary 
classes. 

At the crisis we stand. The woman ques- 
tion is being egitated around the world, It 
preeents itself in four prominent phases: 
(1) Education, (2) Employments. (3) Civil 
franchise, (4) Religious activity. 

The question of higher and lower educa- 
tion fur women is being extensively und 
spiritedly discussed. Time forbids inquiry 
into this subject inthis paper. The ques- 
tion of employments for women is about 
settled. When the equal rights agitation 
began women were employed in less than a 
score of occupations They are now employ- 
ed in 222 of the 265 different occupations 
enumerated in our census of 1880

But let her vote, 
and she won’t allow any saloon around to 
vote in. Mrs, Corbin, an anti-suffragist of 
Chicago, says that the vast majority of wo- 
men do not want to vote. Alas, ’tis true, 
‘tis a pity, Neither do the majority want 
the Saviour, But it is the good women who 
want it, 


Much has been done, and the future is 
bright with hope. In twelve States suffrage 
in some form has been granted to women. 
In Wyoming the objectors have been con- 
verted or silenced. The one election in 
Kansas since she conferred municipal suf- 
frage upon woman, has resulted in victories 
for law and order in most of her cities and 
towns. Gov. Ames, of Massachusetts, and 
Gov. Larrabee, of Iowa, recommend muni- 
cipal suffrage for women in words of frank 
manliness. The Woman's Christian T'em- 
perance Union, 200,000 strong, are asking 
for suffrage,

The African Puff Adder, 


It is essentially a forest animal, its true 
habitat being among the fallen leaves in the 
deep shade of the trees by the banks of 
streams. Now, in such a position, at the 
distance of a foot or two, ita appearance #0 
exactly resembles the forest bed as to bo 
almost indistinguishable from it. I was 
once just throwing myself down under a tree 
to rest when, stooping to cloar the spot, I 
noticed a peculiar pattern among the leaves. 
I started back in horror to find a puff adder 
of the largest sizo, its thick back only visible 
and its fangs within a few inches of my face 
as I stooped. It was lying concealed among 
fallen leaves so like itself that but for the 
exceptional caution which in African travel 
becomes a habit I should certainly have sat 
down upon it, and to sit down upon a puff 
adder is to sit down for the last time. I 
think this coloration in the puff adder is 
more than that of warning, and that this somi- 
somnolent attitude ia not always the mere 
attitude of repose. This reptile lay length 
wise concoaled, all but a fow inches among 
the withered leaves, Now, the peculiarity 
of the puff addor is that ho strikes backward 
Lying on the ground, therefore, it com 
mands, as it were, its whole rear, and the 
moment any partis touched the head doubles 
backward with inconceivable swiftness and 
the poison fangs close upon their victim,

Bad-Word Societies. 


The ‘* Bad-Word Societies” that have 
sprung up lately in the New England 
schools are by no means to be laughed at. 
They may do a great deal of good, and that 
good is of a nature that generally lies be- | 
yond the reach of teachers. There are few 
playgrounds attached to boys’ echools in this 
country where language is not constanily , 
used which would grieve and astound the 
mothers of those who utter and of those who 
hear them, 

The “ Rules” of the Bad-Word Society 
are usually not written down; but they are 
someching like this: ‘One cent fine for| 
every bad word spoken ; every boy to report 
his own bad words to the treasurer, and pay 
up; no telling of any other boy's bad 
words; the money to go to the school li-| 
brary.” 

This is simple and practical. Perhaps, 
the scheme might be enlarged a little 80 as 
to include the grosser forms of bad gram- 
mar, such as, “I done it,” ‘* them cab- 
bages,” and “ you war.” It is highly ab- 
surd that the boys who have been going to 
& grammar school tor years should violate 
the most rudimental Jawa of gr. mmar every 
time they speak ten consecutive words. 

But the main point 1s to destroy the habit 
of polluting the mouth and corrupting the 
heart by the use of words which are proper- 
ly called ‘* bad.” Every boy knows what 
they are, for no one can keep beyond the 
sound of them. 

They pollute the air of every'street and are 
heard, more or less, wherever and when- 
ever there is a company of boys playing to- 
gether. f 


They partly cause the dread that mothers 
feel when they see their little sons going for 
the first time to a boys’ school. The mothers 
watch their boys’ departure with a mixture 
of pride, pleasure and apprehension, avd 
turn away from the window at last with a 
sigh, because they know that few older boys 


yet realise what a duty they owe to younger 
ones in the way of a good example, 

There is one reason for the suppression of 
bad words which no boy can know anything 
about, It is this: we seldom forget the evil 
things we learn in our school-days, They 
cling to the memory, in spite of all we can

How Bees Make Wax. 


As to how bees make wax, an English 
periodical, Murray’s Magazine, says it is no 
mere extraneous substance which needs onl 
to be collected for use; it is a bit of indivi- 
dual organic home manufacture. If you 
examine the under surface of a cell- building 

| worker, you will find beneath the abdomen 
| four pair of white plates projecting from as 
| many pockets in the incasing rings in this 
part of the body. These are the wax plates, 
made from the life blood of the worker, Ex. 
amine now witha lens one of the hinder legs. 
You will find that the stoutest joints are very 
square. shouldered at the hinge, and that the 
hinge is well over to one side, so that the 
shoulders form a pair of jaws, which open 
when the limb is bent and close when itis 
straightened. Tho upper jaw has a row of 
spines which bite on a plate on the lower 
jaw. With this apparatus, piercing it with 
these spines, the worker withdraws a wax 
plate from its pocket, transfers it to the 
front legs, and thence to the mouth, whence 
it is laboriously masticated with a salivary 
secretion.

NEWSPAPER LAW. 


The following is a resume of the laws in force re- 
garding the recelving of newspapers. 

1, Subscribers who do not give express notice to 
the contrary are considered wishing to continue 
their subseriptions. 

2. If subscribers order a discontinuance of their 
periodicals, the publishors may continue to send 
them until arrearages are paid. 

8. If subscribers nogleet ake their periodicals 
from the office to which they are directed, they are 
responsible till they have settled up their bills and 
ordered them discontinued, 

4. If subscribers move to other places without in- 
forming the publisher, and the papers are sent to 
their formerdirection they are held responsible. 

56. The courts have decided that rofusing to take 
periodicalé from the office, or removing and leaving 
them uncalled for, is prima facia evidence of inten: 
tional fraud, 

6. If subseribers pay in advance, they are bound 
to give notice at the end of their time if they do not 
wish to continue taking it ; otherwise the publisher 
is obliged to send it nl the subscriber will be re- 
sponsible until an press notice with payment of 
all arrearages are sent tothe publisher. 

The latest postal laws are such that newspaper 
publishers can arrest anyone for fraud who takes a 
paper and refuses to pay for it. Under this law the 
man who allows his subscription to run along for 
some time unpaid, and then orders it discontinued, 
or orders the postmaster to mark it ‘Refused,” and 
have a postal card sont notifying the publisher, lea’ 
himself lable to arrest and fine, the same as for theft. 


SPECIALTIES IN FLOWERS, 


Roses, Carnations, and a few other flowers 
appear to be popular at all times, while 
others have their seasons and periods of 
popularity, after which they return to seem- 
ing obscurity, As itis impossible for one 

erson to grow to perfection many kinds of 
Howers requiring different treatment, thie 
fickleness in flower fashions is not an un- 
mixed evil. In raising flowers, as in any 
other work, it is the specialists who achieve 
the greatest success. The beautiful 
chrysanthemums, for instance, which of late 
have attracted so much attention, are al- 
most exclusively grown by persons who 
have devoted all their energies to the per- 
fection of these plants. Annuais have 
lately been much neglected, and yet they 
are of the easiest cultivation, and in beauty 
second to none. They are the flowers for 
everybody. They may be sown directly in 
the open ground, or, if the season is late, in 
window-boxes or hot beds, transplanting the 
seedlings in prope: time. Asters, balsams, 
pansies, and many others, afford inviting 
specialties. Give the annuals a chance this 
summer, and do not forget to plant a few 
seeds of the single dablia.—American Agri- 
culturist for May. 


HOME RECIPES, 

PARSLEYED PoratoRs:—Peel, quarter and 
wash as many potatoes as required, boil 
quickly in salted water until just tender, 
strain at once, and let them steam a few 
seconds over the fire; add a liberal piece of 
butter and let it melt over the potatoes. 
Then stYew over them some finely chopped 
parsley, cover, and taking the handle with 
one hand and holding the lid down with the 
other, shake the saucepan so that the pota- 
toes turn over a few times, then dish at 
once. This isan excellent way of preparing 
old potatoes, 


Aways RELIABLE Pre-Crust.—Weigh 
five ounces of fresh lard, half a pound of 
flour, take a pinch of salt, and nut quite 
half a tea-cupful of very cold water. Put 
the salt into the flour, rub the lard thorough- 
ly into it, and mix it quickly with the cold 
water into a dough, ant rolf out. This 
quantity makes upper and under crust for 
one large pie. 


Corn Mean Warrves.—It is during the 
spring that th waflleiron is generally 
brought out from its temporary seclusion. 
If, however, the iron happens to be a new 
one, don’t count on it to supply you with 
respectable waflles the first or even the 
second time. ‘The chauces are that only 
the chickens will profit by these bakings. 
We don't know of anything but uso that 
will keep a new iron from sticking, It 
should be first boiled in water with potatoe 
parings and hay, and then greased and ect 
in the oven to burn off. Repeat this opera- 
tion several times, und then experiment 
some time when you haye another dessert to 
fall back on. Don't spare the grease, but 
use plenty of butter or aweet drippings, and 
havo it smoking hot. Very nice waitlles are 
made from one cup cach of corn meal and 
flour through which has been sifted one 
heaping teaspoonful of baking powder; add 
two tablespoonfuls of sugar, and a teaspoon- 
fal of salt; the beaten{ yolks of three eggs, 
ind ope and a quart. caps of milk; then 
the | en whites, and lastly a tablespoon 
ful of melted butter, . If sour milk or eream 
is used instead of sweet milk, substitute a 
halt teaspoonful of soda for the baking 
powder.—American Agriculturise for May.

We are informed that the common aspara- 
gus beetle appeared the past summer in such 
vast numbers in New Jersey that the owners 
of some rather extensive plantations of this 
excellent vegetable have almost concluded 
to abandon its cultivation in consequence 
of the depredations of the insect named. It 
seems almost unaccountable that any culti 
vator of asparagus should vot know haw to 
quickly destroy this well-known peat, inas- 
much as it has been published hundreds of 
times during the past twenty years. The 
remedy is dry caustic lime scattered over 
the plants in the morning when wet with 
dew, The larva of the asparagus beetle is a 
small, soft, naked, thin-skinned grub, and 
the least particle of lime coming in contact 
with this causes almost instant death. If 
the grubs are killed there will be no beetles

Had not the wife of an English pa- 
permaker accidentally let a blue bag fall 
into a vat of pulp, blue-laid paper, the in- 
vention of which brought a fortune to the 
papermaker, might have still to be invented, 
Lithography, too, was perfected through 
suggestions made by accident. These few 
instances, which wre not so well known as 
many others, and which are not intended to 
be representative, we have jotted down at 
random, Doubtless, many of the more im- 
portant inventions due to trifling circumstan- 
ces will be familior to our readers. 

A well-kncwn Paris scientist, Dr. Delau- 
nay, has made some curious discoveries which 
show the connection netween little and great 
things.

That g'ass of wine overthrew the 
Orleans rule, confiscated their property of 
twenty million pounds, and sent the whole 
family into exile. 

If Mr. Grenville had not carried, in 1765, 
his memorable resolution as to the expedi- 
ency of charging stamp duties on the planta- 
tions of America, the Wy cater world might 
still have been under British rule.

EMIN PASHA, 


A Lotter From the @ 

Dr, Felkin who received along letter from 

Emin Pasha has given the following trans- 
|Iation of its chief parta:— 

The lettor is dated Waddai, August !5, 
1887, and, after explaining his delay in r 
plying to lettora received previously, asks 
Dr, Felkin to ‘express in my name to the 
Council of the Scottish Geographical Society 
my teoling of the deepost gratitude for the 
warm and hearty manner in which they

was a perfect stranger to them. Tho ex 
pression of the sympathy of such mon for 
meas the last pioneer of civilisation and 
progress, as a worker for the emancipation 
and welfare of the negroes, can only have 
one offect—namely, that of urging me more 
strongly than ever to hold on to my _ post, 
andof encouraging me to proceed in the 
course I have so long pursued, Will you 
asture the gentlemen from mo that, as long 
as God spares my life, Iwill romain at my 
post,and will strive to uphold the traditions 
Creovived from Gordon? I indicated in my 
last lotter to you that I intended to remain 
here, and that, even if Mr. Stanley is able 
to supply me with ammunition and goods, I 
should under no circumstances think of de- 
serting my post. In this firm decision I am 
confirmed—first, by my wish to remain in 
the province until all the positions I have 
been obliged to evacuate have been rece: 
cupicd, and till my people have a safe route 
by which it will be possible for them to 
communicate with the outside world, and to 
obtain the neceesaries of life ; wad secondly, 
by the sympathy and appreciation which my 
work has apparently met with, ‘This, 
hold, makes it my duty to go on working as 
long as ever itis possible, In addition to 
these weighty reasons, I certainly feel that 
Ihave not yet brought to satisfactory con 
clusion my private scientific work, and if I 
should ever see Europe again—which I do 
not expect to—Ishould be very ashamed in- 
deed to have only patchwork to present to 
th. public. It seems to me, too, that by 
remaining where I am I should be porform- 
ing a far better service to science and to her 
representatives than by any tour in aaUrO pe. 
This fact, I confese, adds considerable 
weight to my other reasons for expressing 
my determination to remain here. And, 
lastly, should I not be ‘acting in direct con- 
tradiction to the whole of my long years of 
work hore, if now, when at last the long 
hoped-for help and sympathy from Europe 
arrives, I should give up my work, give the 
lie to wy often-expressed ideals, and be- 
come untrue to the firm and conscientious 
opinions which I have formed ? 

EMIN’S IDEAS FOR THE FUTURE, 
** Having come to this decision, and by 
doing so laid the foundations for my future 
action, it remains for me to explain to you 
my ideas concerning the future of these 
countries, Itis impossible to think in earn- 
est of giving up the ground we still possess ; 
there can really be no question about it, It 
was only on account of tho pressure of cir- 
cumstances that 1 was compelled to give up 
for a time the outlying districts such as 
Monbuttu, Rohl, and Lattuka. As soon as 
I am in a position to do so I shall most 
decidedly reoccupy the western districts in 
order to prevent their falling into the hands 
of any one clase, 

STANLEY'S DIFFICULTIES, 

“Even Mr. Stanley will probably find 
that the difficulties of the Congo route are 
almost insurmountable, especially those of 
transport. I know the most impassable 
swamps, the numbers of rivers with floatin 
vegetation, from personal observation, and 
know well onough the difficulties which a 
traveller will have to surmount in marching 
from the Congo here. Oa the other hand. I 
cannot think that England, who has obtained 
& sphere of influence between Mombasa and 
our countries, will intend to let the district 
lie fallow. If I live until England commen- 
ces to open up a road from the coast, I can 
eusily concentrate a few troops, open up a 
few stations, and therefore be able soon to 
join hands with those coming from the east 
and help thom considerably. However, 
it is no good trying to do this now; 1 
must wait until Mr, Stanley arrives, for he 
will probably_brivg me a key to all these 
riddles, I see quite clearly that it is 
impossible for me to expect that Eng. 
land should give any official help. The 
generous action of private parties in sending 
Stanley's expedition, and the manifestations 
of sympathy and acknowledgments which 
I have received, as well us the prospect of 
being at length able to come to some arrange 
ment whereby we'may supply our needs, per- 
fectly satisfies me, I must mention, how- 
ever, that up to the present time I have re- 
ceived no instructions from Hgypt, although 
I have had a letter from ANAbaC Pasha, 
through Consul Holmwood, of Zanzibar, in 
which he (Nubar) informs me that he will 
send me instructions and details by the next 
post, Now, whatever instructions I receive 
from Egypt, one thing is clear, that it is 
impossible for me, with all my people, to 
evacuate this province 
SABAWAK THE EQUATORIAL PROVINCE, 
“ Tf the Egyptian Government intends to 
relinquish this province, and England is 
compelled, owing to political circumstances, 


take up an independent position just as the 
Rajah of Sarawak has done ; that it will bo 
perfectly possible for me to do this is cer- 
tain, and I am glad that you think so too, 
If I follow out your suggestions there are, 
as far as I can see, two ways of doing it, 
The one is to seek for the protection of Hog 

land, and I do not see how they could refuse 
to accede to my request, as, if I made it, I 
am esurethat I should be backed up by the 
publio opinion. The other way is for me to 
establish myself in a perfectly i:dependent 
position, which would, indeed, ho onsy 
enough; but it is probable that in the 
future I should meet with some difficulties, 
It would be quite possible to come toa defi 

nite arrangement with a syndicate of Wng- 
lish merchants with regard to my ivory. 
But apart from ivory, we have in our pro- 
vince #o many articles of barter that, if only 
trade were introduced with o certain amount 
of common senso, it would be bound to 
succeed, 

TUE KIND OF HELPERS EMIN WANTS, 
“Having given you, then, a rough idea 
as to my future plans, I want to impress 
upon you the necessity of obtaining for me 
a few Europeans as assistants; but I do not 
want people to come with the object of ob- 
taining money, nor people who wish to 
make a journey in Africa, nor those who 
would be likely to write long accounts of all 
the hardships they would have to endure,

Attacked by Squirrels. 


Many insvances are narrated of woasles 
attacking, savagely biting and sometimes 
even killing human beings. But squirrels 
are regarded as more timid and harmless 
avimals, yet the following anccdote illus- 
trates that they, under certain circumstan- 
ces, may become formidable antagonists. 
Col. J. L, Culbertson, of Edwardsport, Ind., 
tolla it as a story of his experience about the 
year 1854, the time of the great migration 
of squirrels from the East to the West. 

He was a young man then, and one day 
he took his rifle and went about a mile from 
town to hunt. He was going through tho 
woods when he met the army of squirrels, 
DPhey became so thick around him and seem- 
ed so fearless that ho stood in amazement. 
Finally he struck one with a stick, The 
squirrel uttered a sharp squeak, and instant- 
ly myriads of equirrels from all directions 
rushed to the defence of their associate and 
attacked Mr, Culbertson, who kicked them 
off and clubbed at them with hia gun. 
They olimbed up his legs, jamped upon his 
back and on top of his head, 

He fought desperately, but the more he 
succeeded in hurting, the louder the chat- 
tering und screaming around him became, 
which only brought greater numbers of the 
infuriated little animals to the attack. 
They bit his legs and arms aud gashed his 
face and neck, and lacerated his hands, 
fairly scrambling over each other in their 
fierce assault, 

He dropped his gun and retreated as fast 
as he could, fighting desperat:ly as he went. 
Blood streamed down his face and neck and 
hands. They bit him through the ears, and 
held on until they actually tore their hold 
loose, 

He got out of the woods, and still scores 
followed him and clung to him until they 
were pulled off by the clerk and others in a 
store into which young Culbertson rushed

his troops and the whole resources of his 
State ; the Maharao Raja of Alwar, money 
and troops whenever they may be of service 
to Government in securing the Frontier of 
the Empire ; the Nawab of Rampur will de- 
fray the expense incurred in raising and 
maintaining a native infantry regiment as 
longjas the war lasts, together with all the re- 
sources of his State in tims of war; the Ra- 
ja of Jhind, all the existing resources of his 
State ; the Raja of Mandi, his body and his 
State to the British Crown for use; the 
Raja of Suket, his services to the extent of 
his life and goods; the Raja of Faridkot, 
his ‘life and all the resources of his State, 
whenever the Government requires the ser- 
vices of native chiefs ; and the Newab ot Lo- 
haru, the services of himself and his broth- 
ers, With his property and a caravan of fifty 
camels, The Raja of Chamba has actually 
given land, free of cost, near Bukloh, for 
cantonments for the 2nd Battalion of the 4th 
Gurkhas. Here then we have twenty chiefs 
in all anxious to prove their loyalty.” Kew 
viceroys or monarchs either can boast of

Jews aud Inebriety. 


The Jewish Chronicle says that Dr. Nor- 
man Kerr, the well known writer on the 
physiological aspects of inebriety, has just 
published (Lewis, Gower Street) a new 
work, entitled ‘‘Inebriety: its Etiology, 
Pathology, Treatment and Jurisprudence,” 
We quote two references to Jews: ‘‘One 
fact with reference to religion, which stands 
out in bold belief, is that the community of 
the Jews is conspicious by its absence from 
this sorrowful exhibition of suffering 
humanity, and puts to shame both Protest- 
ants and Roman Catholics, It is possible 
that a very few Jews have been classified 
under the denomination of Protestant, but I 
have never known of such an occurrence. 
The temperance of the Jews is proverbial. 
Extensive as my professional intercourse 
has been with them, I have never been con 
sulted for inebrity in the person of a Jew, 
while my advice has becn sought for this 
complaint by a large number of Uhristians,” 
Under the last head—religion—I have refer- 
red to the remarkable temperanceof theJews, 
In my opinion their general freedom from in 
ebriety,in almost every clime and under al- 
almost all conditions (there are a very few ex 
ceptions to thisrule),isas much due toracial as 
tohygienic,and more toracial than toreligious 
influences. This extraordinary people has, 
amid wondrous vicissitudes, preserved a 
variety of distinctive characteristics, and I 
cannot help feeling that some inherited 
racial insusceptibility to narcotism, strength 
ened and confirmed by the practice of vari- 
ous hygienic habits, has been the main rea- 
son for their superior temperance, Even 
among those Jews in whom there has been 
an unusual enjoyment of alcohol drinking, 
when (though they were not ‘drunk’) there 
has been a slight thickening of the speech, 
glibness of the tonguo, and unwonted ex- 
uberance of spirits, evidencing ® cer 
tain amount of alcoholic poisoning, I 
have never detected the existence of the 
disease inebrity. Of this strong impulse to 
alcoholic or other narcotism I have never 
seen a case among this distinctive people.”

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Why the Year 1900 Will Not be Counted 
Among the Leap Years, 


The year is 365 days, 5 hours and 49 min. 
utes long ; eleven minutes are taken every 
year to make the year 365} days long, and 
every fourth year we have an extra day. 
This [was Julius Cwsar's arrangement, 
Where do these eleven minutes come from ? 
They come from the future, and are paid 
by omitting leap year every 100 years, But 
if leap year is omitted regularly every 100th 
year, in the course of 400 years it is found 
that the eleven minutes taken each year 
will not only have been paid back, but that 
a whole day will have been given up. So 
Pope Gregory III., who improved on Cwsar’s 
calendar in 1852, decreed that every centur- 
ial year divisible by 4 should bea leap year 
after all. So we borrow eleven minutes 
each year, more than paying our borrowings 
back by omitting three leap years in three 
centurial years, and equare matters by hav- 
ing a leap year in the fourth centurial year. 
Pope Gregory's arrangement is so exact, and 
the borrowing and paying back balance so 
closely, that we borrow more than we pay 
back to the extent of only one day in 3,866 
years,

The German Empress. 


“The German Empress,” says a writer 
in the Journal des Debats, ‘‘is the soul of 
the Imperial household. She ia much better 
loved there than outside, where people are 
uajust to her. She has committed the mis 
take of remaining English—as all the Eng 
lish do—and to carry the pride of her race 
into the middle of a people which admires 
itself with a naive sent enormous complais- 
ance; she brought the pride of her birth 
into a family which believes itself the firat 
in the world; her aristocratic tastes into a 
town where art shows itself in clumsy im- 
i'ation and patchwork ; the independence 
of her views into a court where everythiug 
is regulated and prearranged; and the 
liberty of her religious and political senti- 
ments into acentre where religion has its 
narrow forms, as the politics ot which it is 
the servant. The independence of the 
Princess, and the wicked habit which she 
had contracted of thinking for herself, rather 
suffied the old Hohenzollerns. But entire 
harmony exists between the Empress and 
her husband. She reads serious literature— 
Adam Smith, Thornton, John Stuart Mill, 
Herbert Spencer and other political econo- 
mists. The Emperor enquires into the 
social problem, and studies the theories 
cf the Socialists, This accounts, perhaps, 
for the Socialist flavour of his address to the 
German people.

Habits of the Ostrich, 


The supposition that an ostrich lays but 
one egg annually, and drops that carelessly 
in the sand, isnonsense. So also is the fam- 
iliar story that the bird ts in the habit of 
poking his headin the sand, thinking that 
it may thus escape the observation of its 

ursuer. The ostrich is no such fool. The 
emale lays as many eggs annually as Boy 
goose or hen, and all the birds inthe floc’ 
use the same nest, which is a hole dug in 
the sand in some s2cluded place where they 
are safe from disturbance. When there are 
twenty or thirty eggs the male bird hatches 
them, sitting upon the nest continually for 
thirty days, and is fed meantime by the fe- 
males. During the period of incubation the 
male bird is inan ugly mood and attacks 
fiercely with his bill and feet any man or 
animal that approaches him. As the chicks 
are hatched their mothers take care of them, 
the brood being divided among the flock by 
some instinct, and the cock is free to attend 
to his own affairs again, Very often eggs 
are found on the pampas, but such have 
dropped in the chase or by hens that have 
been unable to reach the nest.

Nats and Nut Trees. 


The shell bark hickory tree thrives best 
from thirty to fifty miles from the sen- 
shore. It will perform better work _in 
fruiting if ite roots are fed from a running

Faots Concerning Cold Waves, 


There are many other curious facts con- 
nected with the progress of cold waves, 
Many instances occur, says Lieut. Wood~ 
ruff, where the temperature at a given 
station, at the time of the appearance of 
the cold wave iu the northwest, is lower 
than the minimum afterward produced 
by the cold wave. It often happens that 
a cold wave sets in from the extreme 
northwest, and upon reaching the Missis- 
aippi valley divides, a part going north- 
rasterly to the lower lake region and the 
other part southward to the Gulf States.

STRAWBERRIES IN AND OUT OF 
SEASON. 

Srrawserry Snortcake:—A tender and 
deliciously “short” cake is made in the 
following way. Two cups of fresh milk, 
four tablespoonfuls of melted butter, two 
heaped tablespoonfuls of “‘cerealine flakes,” 
and enough sifted flour to form a smooth 
batter. ‘Kda two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder and beat vigorously for three 
minutes. Haye ready two good sized 
buttered pie-tins, in which pour the mix- 
ture evenly and bake in a lively oven. 
When done slip the cakes on a platter and 
place between them and on top three pints 
of mashed and sweetened strawberries and 
return to the oven for a few minutes. A 
pitcher of cream is of course a necessary 
accompaniment. 

Cannep Srrawnerntes.—Select fresh 
and perfect berries and pack them as close- 
ly as possible in one-quart glass jars, filling 
all the little spaces with pulverized sugar. 
Place the jars on a board in a wash boiler 
in six inches of moderately hot water—use 
jars that are quickly and easily sealed—put 
on the covers, but do not adjust the tight 
or sealing wire; cover the boiler and let the 
water come to boiling heat, and remain so 
until the fruit is well scalded. ‘Then re- 
moye the jars, fasten the covers, and put 
them aryay in a cool, dark, dry closet 
where the temperature is not likely to rise 
above seventy degrees. If such closet 
does not exist, put the jars in boxes on the 
floor of a dry, cool Rell and cover them 
with sand. —American for

REMEDY FOR CURRANT WORMS. 


The current worm is a good thing! Those 
who neglect their bushes get no currants 
worth picking, and it gives those who 
grow for market a chance to get fair prices, 
Thousands of farmers either buy currants 
or dispense with that healthiest of luxuries 
—currant jelly. Properly cultivated 
currant bushes grow so luxuriantly and 
produce such a mass of large leaves that 
it 18 an ¢ atter to prevent the currant 
caterpillars from doing any damage. The 
true remedytis powdered white hellebore,to 
be had from druggists. 

On about 20,000 bushels last year we 
used forty pounds of hellebore. This is 
at the rate of about an ounce to thirty-two 
bushes. Every bush had a little hellebore, 
but if there was no signs of worms only 
the slightest shake of the box was given 
in passing. Some of the bushes where the 
caterpillars had commenced their work of 
destruction was: carefully dusted all over. 
This takes more time and more hellebore, 
but the cost is nothing as compared with 
the benefit. ; 

For dusting on the hellebore we use an 
old baking powder tin box. Punch holes 
in the top large enough to let the powder 
come through freely— say about the size 
ofa pin’shead, One of our neighbors, who 
has one thousand bushes, mixes two pounds 
of flour with a ponnd of hellebore, and he 
kept his bushes last year free from cater- 
pillars with lessthan a pound of hellebore. It 
is better to dust the bushes on a still morn- 
ing while the dew is on the leaves; But the 
Rent of greatest importance is to dust the 
nushes the first moment there are any signs 
of the worms. And the next thing is to 
keep a close watch, and if any worms have 
escaped or new ones hatched out, go over 
the fckhee again, and stick to it till they 
are absolutely free from the pest, —AmeEnt-

HINTS ON SHOEING, 


Do not let horses’ shoes remain over three 
to six weeks, dependent on the amount of 
use and the toughness and growth of the 
hoofs. Each time after taking off the shoes, 
if the road permits, let him go barefoot as 
long as no injury follows, os this expands 
the hoofs and keeps them in more perfect 
condition, Some horses can be used bare- 
foot, off pavements, for months, or the 
whole year round, and work better than if 
shod, Never allow tho frog of the foot to 
be cut out or trimmed, unless somewhat 
ragged, and then only a very little, as it 
acts aga cushion to the foot and lessens or 
even prevents bruising when striking a stono 
or other hard substance. See that the hoof 
is not pared beyond absolute necessity, and 
that the shoo is properly fitted to it, and 
not the hoof to the shoe. Do not allow the 
bottom of the hoof to be burnt or even 
scorched with a hot shoe, in order to make 
it set evenly, but pare it properly to do so. 


CARE OF 


ASPARAGUS 


BED. 


No matter how much care has been given 
to the proper planting of asparagus, it is 
easy to injure, if not to render worthless 
the best bed by beginning to cut too early, 
and by cutting too late. In planting, we 
have advised to set strs ne, vigorous roots 
each with many good strong buds. The 
future treatment of these plants should be 
to keep the roots strong, and to keep them 
so well supplied with buds that a part of 
them, or the shoots from them, may be cut 
away without injury. If we draw water 
from a cistern we provide means of refilling 
it. The asparagus root is like a cistern; we 
draw upon is by cutting the shoots, and we 
replenish it by allowing the green tops to 
mom and to form buds to lie dormant, 
When a new bed has been planted, the 
adyice is given to not cutit until the third 
or even the fourth year, in order that each 
root may get so strong that it will stand the 
annual cutting. The bestand most product- 
ive bed ever made may be ruined by cutting 
it too late in the season. For family beds, 
the advice is given to stop cutting when 
Sreen peas cone. The grower on the large 
scale for market judges by the character of 
his crops when to cease cutting.

ROTATION OF FODDER CROPS FOR A 
SMALL PIECE OF GROUND. 

Quite a large quantity of feed can be 
grown on asmall lot, Cut oats when juat 
ripe, bind in small sheaves, allow to stand 
in small shocks until the straw is cured, 
then store away in the hay mow to be fed 
out in the bundle during the winter months, 
‘They form an agreeable variety, and a horse 
will eat them, straw and all, with a relish, 
After the ogts, early potatoes and other 
vegetables are harvested, the ground may 
be sown to millet, which in a fair season 
will make a large quantity of green feed. 
It should all be cut and fed or converted 
into hay before seed forms. After the millet 
is harvested th® ground may be plowed and 
sown to rye, which will be ready to cut for 
green feed in'the spring long before anything 
else. If the land is not needed for any 
other crops, follow the rye with oats and 
the oats with millet. If the soil is kept 
moderately rich, a good crop of each is al- 
most a certainty, With this rotation an 
immense quantity of green and dry horse- 
feed can be cheaply grown on a small patch 
of land, and there will be no chance for 
weeds, However small the lot some carrots 
should be grown, to be stored in the cellar 
for feeding in winter and early spring. For 
this purpose the Half-long Stump-rooted is 
best, as it grows toa good size, yields heavi- 
ly, and is not difficult to harvest. It rarely 
pays to grow corn for horse feed on a small 
lot. Immature corn, cither green or cured, 
is not good food for horses, —American A gri- 
culturist for June.

VILLAGE COUNCIL, 

A meeting of the Village Council was 
held on Monday evening, 2lst inst., ‘the 
Reeve in the chair and all the councillors 
present. The Minutes of the last meetin 
were read and approved. A petition signe 
by W. G. Egar and others was read 
praying that the Council would pass a by- 
aw in terms of the ‘Fraser Karly Closin 
Act” by which all shops might be closed on 
four evenings of the week at 7 o'clock, A 
contra petition, signed by R, Geddia an 
five others, was read praying that no suc 
by-law be passed. A petition, signed by 
George Stewart and 315 others was presente 
praying that the Council would repeal by- 
aw 125 which limits the number of tayern 
licenses to four, and that a by-law be passed 
limiting the number of tavern licenses to 
five. An account was received from J. N. 
Dafoe for $15.50 for sundry matters, 

The Council proceeded to consider the 
petitions. The Reeve stated that he was 
not posted on the provisions of the new act 
which seemed difficult of explanation judging 
from the actions of the authorities in Toronto 
and‘other places. He did not consider it in 
the interests of the village that shops should 
be closed at 7 p. m. He was opposed to 
bogus by-laws, and if a by-law were passed 
he would consider it his duty to see it carri- 
edout. He thought there were better ways 
for meeting these matters. He considered 
it unreasonable for employers te ask clerks 
to stay in shops from 7 a. m, to 9or 10 p.m, 
The council, Ie thought, should scrutinize 
the petition to see if it were properly signed 
in conformity with the Act, Councillor 
Richardson favoured a by-law. He had 
considerable experience as a_clerk and in 
business matters. He did not consider it 
would entail any hardships on the working 
men, for he found that the business was 
chiefly transacted by the women and child- 
ren, He remembered when the Big Store 
changed the hour for closing from 10 to 5 
p. m, and how he wendered if such a 
revolutionary change would work; it was 
found it didnot effect the business, 
some discussion it was thought advisable 
that the Council should use their powers 
under the act and passa by-law. On motion 
of Mr, Baker, seconded by Mr. Richardson 
it was resolved unanimously to pass a by- 
law closing all shops on Wednesday, Thurs 
day and Friday evenings at 7 p. m, and the 
Reeve was instructed to draw up the by-law 
and submit it ot the next meeting. The 
petition of Mr, George Stewart and others 
was next taken up. The Reove considered. 
that it asked the Council to do that which 
it had no power to perform. He observed 
that the petition bore the names of very 
many who a few months ago nrayed the 
Council to limit the number of licenses to 
four, Any by-law taking effect on the Ist 
day of May must be passed on the lat day 
of March, He had not agreed with the 
legal decision read ata previous meeting in 
reference to shop licenses and the municipal- 
ity had lost revenue by acting upon it. He 
thought that as long a8 liquor was sold on 
Sundays or nights, or any time, that by- 
laws should be passed exacting the highest 
rates for license. Councillor Richardson 
considered Mr, Aylaworth’s opinion the 
correct one, In reference to tho lega 
decision referred to by the Reeve, he read a 
letter from Mr. Morden who had given it, 
in which that gentleman expressed his sur- 
yrise at the action of the commissioners in 
issuing a lidense in the face of pudlic opinion 
as expressed by the petition, as he thought 
no board of commissioners in Ontario would 
have done such a thing. Councillor Rich- 
ardgon considered it would be well to sub- 
mit a by-law to the electors next January 
to prevent the issue of any more shop licenses, 
an opinion which was apparently concurred 
in by tho other members of the Council. 
Mr, Stewart, speaking at the request of the 
Council, stated that the Commissioners had 
informed him that ifthe Council would repeal 
the by-law they would issue him a license 
this year. After further disoussion further 
consideration was postponed until noxt 
meoting in order that legal advice cold be 
obtaincd on the matter. Tho court of 
revision was fixed for the 27thday of June, 
On motion the Council adjourned to meet 
again next Monday evening,

Two Ale 6go acentral Dakota farmer 
planted five acres of box elder and cotton 
wood trees one year old, haviog previously 
prepared the lamp. He then sowed buck- 
wheat quite thick, which grew luxuriantly, 
and being left uncut, served as an excellent 
mulch, protecting from the hot sun of July 
and August, the cold winter and alternate 
freezing and thawing of early spring. The 
land was well seeded from the first crop, and 
another heavy crop was allowed to grow 
laSt year, and left on the ground as before. 
The trees have stood both winters well, and 
the percentage of lossis very samull. The 
buckwheat straw subdued the weeds, and 
saved the labor of repeated cultivation.— 
North Dakota Farmer. 


Derr SowinG"vor Peas. 


Many garden crops are retarded or injured 
—by deep sowing, but peas are not among 
the number. With more space and greater 
depth they would grow better and give finer 
crops, especially in seasons of drouth. A 
successful cultivator says that he gives each 
plant six inches space in the lines; and in- 
ktead of covering them only two inches 
deep, as is the common practice, he finds at 
least twice this depth much better, and ob 
tains larger crops. As the common practice 
is to plant peas as one of the carliest crops, 
and the time in many places is at hand, it is 
well to remind gardenors that they will ob- 
tain an item of vatuable knowledge by try- 
ing both ways side by side.

In her prize essay on celery, in Vick's 

Magazine, Mrs, ©, H, Root, of Ripon, \/is., 

recommends the following mothod for prepar- 

ing for and cultivating the crop: 


1, Send where you will be sure and get 
good seed, 


2. Prepare a seed-bed out of doors, ina 
heltered situation, You will get your 
plants early enough by so doing, for they 
grow much faster and are stronger than 
when grown in a hot bed. 


3. Sprinkle the bed often to keep it moist, 
and when the young plants are AH three 
inches high transplant them into rows put- 
ting them about one foot apart, 

4. When the plants have become stalky, 
have a trench about one foot deop, put into 
it equal parte of wood ashes and good, rich 
dressing and rich black soil, and work all 
together with a hoe, 

2 Set plants about four or five inchess 
apart and be sure to straighten out the root 
aod pregs the soil firmly around them, 

6. Sprinkle the roots enough to keep them 
fresh till they are firm in their places, and 
then give them all the water you havee mind 
to ; the more the better. 

7. When you have geown onongh to 
cause the leaves to lie oyer, hill up the atalk 
enough to hold them erect, Continue the 
hoeing process at intervals of two weeks, all 
summer; be careful to do it when the 
weather is dry, and in the afternoon when 
the dew is off. Be sure when hilling to 
hold the stalke together to prevent the 
soil from gettiog into the heart of the 


plant,

N. B, Liquor License Law. 


The New Brunswick liquor license law 
adopted only this year, is one of tho sternest 
of license Acts. Among the provisions 
which are now in the regulation cf the traffic 
in that quarter is one declaring it illegal for 
a licengee to receive anything but money in 
payment for liquor, and this he may not 
reccive in advance ; nor shall he purchase 
wearing apparel, tools, implementa of hus- 
bandry or trade, fishing gear, household 
goods or furniture, the compensation for 
which is intoxicating liquor, under a penalty 
of $20 and restitution of the properly. For 
harboring a policemsn or constable, or sup 
plying him with liquor when on duty, the 
ne is $50, For selling to a person under 
21 yeors there is a fine of $20. There is a 
pens lty for supplying liquor in club, society 
or association by members, where the club 
or society is unlicensed; penalty $50 and 
confiscation of the goods. The other pro 
visions are of the same rigid type, the 
Crooks Act of Ontario haying practically 
peed adopted by the New Brunswick Legis- 
ature,

‘Chence we rattle downward 
again-into the wooded hollow in which lies 
cradaled the capital of the Cingalese Monte- 
negro, and at 11,15 a.m, (having taken 3 


from the seaboard), we find ourselves fairly 
in Kandy at last. 


An Interesting Sequel. 
Sometime in last December there was pub- 
lished an account of George Lewis Clark, an 
old ex-slave, who furnished Mrs, Stowe with 
her character of George Harris in ‘‘ Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin.” 

The article was widely read and resulted 
in securing for Mr. Clark a lucrative and 
permanent position in the dime museums 
of the country, where he spins flix ona 
little wheel and tells his story, that of the 
runaway slave who succeeded in escaping to 
the North as long ago as 1849. 

A few weeks ago the writer of the article 
received a letter from London, England, rela- 
tive to Mr. Clark and antecedents, and 
touching upon a crime fcommitted in 
London in 1849, which gained a world-wide 
notoriety, and is still rememebred as one 
of the criminal sensations of that day. 

The letter was dated March 19, 42 Marl- 
borough road, Old Kent road, London, Eng- 
land,end makes the remarkable statement 
that George Lewis Clark was a slave, owned 
by theestate of the writer's father, who 
went to Wugland in 1849 and was murdered 
in London that same year while looking up 
his son's residence in that city. The murder 
is knownin all the annals of Woglish criminal 
cases as the Manning murder, ‘I'he stranger, 
whose name was Patrick O'Connor, present- 
ed himself at the house in which the Man. 
nings lived, either asa lodger orto inquire his 
way. Heaccepted their hospitality overnight, 
was murdered for his money by the pair, 
and his body was secreted in a grave dug at 
the foot of the stairs, or beneath the hearth. 
stone (at thia time the literal facts cannot be 
obtained.) The crime was discovered. The 
pair, Frederick George Manning and his wife 
Maria Manning, were both executed after a 
remarkable trial, which is known in the law 
books as ‘* Regina vs. Manning.” The wo- 
man was hung in a black satin dress, and for 
many years no Englishwoman would patronize 
black satin, She is exhibited as one of the 
horrible curiosities of Madame Tussaud’s 
in London, in life-like wax-work; wearing 
the same dressin which she was executed. 
Lhe murdered man was the father of the 
person who now writes for information con 
cerning the Lancaster estate in Kentucky, 
and who thus inquires ; 

“Who were the mortgagees to the Lancas- 
ter estato at the time Sheriff Ben Duncan sold 
it? What was amount for which it was mort- 
gaged ? How mach did it bring by sale? 
Into whose possession didit pass and to whom 
does it belong now ?” 

A Jarge fortune is involved in establishing 
the claim of tho writer to the property in 
Kentucky whish she declares belonged to 
her father, but which is claimed by other 
parties. 

Mr. George Clark was interviewed a few 
days ago whilo he was temporarily in Detroit 
and has no knowledge of any one named 
O'Connor, cither as owning him, or the Lan- 
caster estate, to which'he once belonged. He 
thinks as Clark is a common name that he 
has been confounded with some other Clark. 
As the case atands now, as set forth by tho 
letter, it requires only an identifying party 
to establish a claim to property valued at 
£20000, Perhaps some Kentucky lawyer 
muy find it worth while to look up the files 
and assist the claimant, [tis certainly an 
unexpected supplement to the interceting 
history of ‘ old slavery days,”

FOUND SLAIN IN A CELLAR. 


The Discovery of the Body of a Murdered. 
Woman Eaten by Rats. 


Witkers Barre, May 14 —In the village 
of Keelerville, Wyoming County, resided 
last September a man named George Keeler, 
aon of Milo Keeler and brother alas of P 

R.Goucher, formerly a merchant in Wilkes 

Barre. George Keeler wos intensely jealous 
of his wife, who was a rather good-looking 
woman, Keeler, however, paid devoted at 

rention to 4 young woman named Matthews 
and knowledge of this caused Mra. Keeler 
much grief. She frequently reproached her 
husband for his uofaithfulness and quarrels 
were continually occurring between them, 
Mrs. Keeler found several letters in -her 
husband's clothes which Mies Matthews haa 
written to him. 

One day last September Mrs. Keeler sud 
denly disappeared from her homeand since 
then nothing has been seen or heard of he 
until yesterday, when her decomposed body 
was foundin the cellar of the house formerly 
occupied by her husband, The authorities 
were put on the track of the tragedy by the 
rect eipt of an anonymous letter which stat 
ed that if the cellar of the Keeler house was 
searched ‘* something very interesting” 
would be found. The sheriff and two con 
stables made the search yesterday, and 
were horrified when they came upon the 
bodyofawoman. All the clothes were eaten 
off by rats, and the flesh was nearly all strip- 
ped off the bones. The woman was iden- 
tifiod by her earrings, 

It is believed that Keeler murdered his 
wife one day last September and then took 
her body and buried it under the house. 
There was a big cut over the forehead as if 
made by aiatchet, Atthe time Mra, Keeler 
disappeared her husban3 gave it out that she 
had gone West to visit relatives. Keeler 
left for California last January. A detec 
tive will start for that State at once, and if 
possible arrest him and bring him to justice,

Among the Bushmen, the race lowest in 
the scale of humanity in Africa, there isa 
legend which accounts for the white patches 
on the breasts of their crows.

profession of bard ia self-defence, This | 
was ill-natured, and it was also untrue ; for 
Hugh Maesinger had lisped in numbera—at 
least in penny ones—ever since he was able 
to lisp in print at all. He had taken to 

almost from his very cradle ; and had 
astonished his father at sixteen by a rhymed 
version of an ode of Horace, worth the in 
spiration of the great Dr. Watts himself, 
and not, Perhap», far below the poetic

After formenting 24 
hours, with occasional stirrings, churning is 
commenced, The cream which hai been 
raised to 63 degrees Fahrenheit will be 
maintained only at 55 to 57 degrees during 
the churning, and as the butter arrives in 
grains, it will be removed by o strainer and 
manipulated, following the instructions of 
the butter factory. 

The French farmers can haye no objection 
to sell their butter, as they do their sugar 
beet, and their milk, to sugar and cheese 
factories, The difficulty lies in prevailing 
upon them, in the case of butter, to follow 
uniform iastructions, so as to obtain uni 
formity in brand. Itis to seoure this end 
that the diary schoolis to be founded. No- 
tions respecting farming are now given in 
all the rurel primary schools of France, to 
girls as well as boys. Any one of the form- 
er coming up to the required standard, to 
be tested by the local farming society’s com 
mittee, and the Government inspector, will 
be sent to the dairy school and boarded, 
lodged and educated free, for at least six 
months, Following her capacity, she will 
be either engaged by her local farming so 
ciety, or employed as a practical instructor, 
where her services may he demanded, The 
butter factory will undertake to purchase

The London Zines of June 21, 18 9, con
